Harter E. Gleim, Irvin Inn, West Mid­ 
dle street, whose heroism in plucking a young girl from the 
path of a train in the face of almost certain death for both 
of them has been rewarded by the Carnegie Hero Fund com­ 
mission with a bronze medal and $1,000.
